Instead of a single new postoftice, to 
cost $7,000,000, he asks three such 
buildings and a $1,000,000 terminal for’ 
parcel post and second class mail mat- 
ter—the latter at once. This would 
make the total cost about $22,000,000.

ing to serve, a territory of 200 square 
miles, containing more than 3,000,000 
of the busiest persons in the United 
States. 

“We are compelled to adopt the 
methods of New York and London or 
have our mail service break under the 
strain. The old Suilding was too small; 
the temporary building on the lake 
front, which, by a lucky accident, 
turned out to be the best postoffice we 
ever had, sufficed for the time, and 
the present home will never be any- 
thing but a magnificent federal build- 
ing atiitable for courts and government 
offices.” 

Asks Organized Action. 

In laying his eards on the table the 
postmaster urged a “ postoffice commit- 
tee of half a dozen leading representa- 
tives of the community be appointed 
to make a study of the situation and. 
then bend every effort to procure the 
adoption of their ideas by congress.” 

“It is an offense against the interests 
of Chicago,” he said, “ that a question 
of such importance to the city’s com- 
mercial development should be treated 
so negligently, especially when there 
is a general realization and agreement 
that decisive action is required.

Postmaster Carlile believes the build- 
ing of three huge postoffices in Chi-.

Secret indictments, charging conspir- 
acy, have been returned by the United 
States grand jury against: 

Capt. Soterios Nicholson of Washing- 
ton, disbursing officer and financial 
manager of the @rdnance department, 
U. A, 

Grant Hugh Browne, millionaire 
sporting and race track owner, promi- 
nently known in this city through his 
connection with the Devonshire race 
track in Windsor. 

Fred C. Collins, vice consu! of Greece 
and president of the Merchants’ Realty 
company of this city. 

A major in the United States army, 
now in France. 

Held at Army Fort. 

The men under arrest are being held 
for trial at Fort Wayne. 

Nicholson and Browne were arrest- 
ed at the Hotel Statler. 

Bert Harris, wealthy junk dealer of 
New York, ak> implicated.in the 
plot, was lured to this city by officers 
of the department of justice and was 
arrested in the Statler hotel Saturday 
morning. He will be arraigned before

DETROIT STREET. 
CAR MEN START 
~ SUDDEN STRIKE 


City Refuses a H igher 


Fare; Company Will 
Not I ncrease Wages. 


Detroit, Mich.,, June 7.—Street car 
service in Detroit came to a sudden 
halt at 10 o’clock tonight when motor- 
men and conductors of the Detroit 
United Railways company struck to 
enforce their demands for increased 
pay. 

The action was taken on the recom- 
mendation of W. H. Mahon, president 
of the Amalgamated Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employés, 
who was informed by President Frank 
W. Brooks of the traction company 
that a higher schedule of fares, upon 
which increased pay for the men was 
contingent, had been refused by the 
city council. i , 

Theatergoers Are Marooned. 

Following the vote, the car men were 
instructed to take their cars to the 
barns immediately. This left hundreds 
of Saturday night theatergoers and 
shoppers marooned in the downtown 
district, it having previously been an- 
nounced the strike, if called, would not 
become effective until 4 a.m. Sunday. 

Over 2,000 men are involved and the 
situation is unique in that the carmen 
claim the city council rather than the 
traction company is responsible for the 
walkouts. The men, union officials de- 
clared, are not resentful of the com-' 
pany’s position and the company has 
announced that it will make no effort 


to operate its cars. : 
Company Appealed to City. 

The decision to walk out follows sev- 
eral wedks of negotiations begun when 
the men asked an increase of 27 cents 
an hour. The company declared it was 
unable to meet the demands unless it 
was granted a higher rate schedule, and 
appealed to the city council. 

‘In further negotiations the carmen 
agreed to accept an increase of 10 
cents an hour and the council was 
asked to authorize a straight 5 cent 
fare, abrogate the 3 cent fare line 
franchises, eliminate the eight for a 
quarter workmen's tickets and allow 
1 cent for each transfer. The council 
today agreed to all these terms but the 
1 cent transfer charge and the strike 
hinged on this point when the men met 
tonight to vote on their Action.

Winnipeg, Man:, June 7.—[Special.] 
The United States and Canada are 
working in conjunction against the 
spread of bolshevism in the northwest 
section of the continent. 

Information brought here by high 
government officials today is that a 
careful canvass of radical circles has 
been made with the aid of organized 
labor in the United States with a view 


of bringing revolutionaries under in- 


ternational surveillance. 

The survey has shown that the agi- 
tators for a long time have been con- 
gregating in the Pacific coast cities. 
New York is said to have lost many of 
the wildest leaders, who were thick 
with Trotsky in the days when he 
lived in the tenement districts of 
Manhattan, and they have appeared 
out west as promoters of the “ one big 
union”. idea and “proletarian dicta- 
torship.” 

| Select West for Test. 

Other cities of the east and the mid- 
dle west have also had a migration of 
extremist leaders to the coast. 

The section from Seattle to Vancou- 
ver was picked as where the soviet 
idea was first to be established, the 
plan being to get a foothold and then 
drive it eastward. The Seattle strike 
was to have been followed by a tieup at 
Vancouver, but the breaking of the 
I. W. W. at Seattle led the leaders to 
pick Winnipeg as the spot for starting 
their Canadian movement. |

At present, according to word brought 


back from Washington by Canadian 
officials, most of the chief disturbers 
aré now on the dominion side of the 
boundary. The United States is taking 
méasures to keep them from crossing 


back. 
_ Keep Radicals Out of U. S. 

Instructions have been issued to in- 
spectors from Montreal Ao Vancouver 
to redouble their vigilance. No trav- 
eler suspected of being a “red” is to 
be allowed to reénter the states with- 
out going through the fullest inspec- 
tion provided in the immigration regu- 
lations. They will be required to pro- 
duce birth certificates or naturalization 
papers. If not citizens of the United 
States they will not be allowed entry. 
By far the greater part of them are of 
foreign birth and if naturalized they 
will have to prove up to the satisfac- 
tion of the authorities. 

Secret service men in industrial cen- 
ters where radicilasm has been ram- 
pant both in the states and the domin- 
ion have for some time been working 
in'.conjunction. Indexes of the more 
rabid revolutionaries have been pre- 
pared and in some instances the secret 
service men have been furnished with 
photographs and full descriptions.

Toledo, O., June 7.—{Special.]—Im- 
agine two huge specimens of mankind, 
one Standing 6 feet 6 inches skyward 
and the other extending 6 feet 1% 
inches. 

That is a picture of how Jess Wil- 
lard and Jack Dempsey will look when 
they Square off for the battle, which 


promises to be one of the greatest 
title combats in history. That matter 
of height presents a strong contrast, 
but possibly not as great as the 
weight machine will show. Willard 
weighs 258 pounds, Dempsey 192. 


Jess’ Reach Is 83 Inches. 


The official measurements as given 
out at the training camps, the only 
tape figures that will be permitted for 
publication, show that Willard and 
Dempsey compare favorably in few 
r@spects. In reach the .champion 
stretches from finger tip to finger tip 
just eighty-three inches. That’s five 
inches more than Dempsey measures 
in this particular. 

With the advantage in height and 
reach, most folks are prone to concede 
a great advantage in favor of the 
champion... It is figured the challenger 
will have a hard time reaching Jess’ 
chin if he stands erect while battling. 


to get inside Willard’s guard because 
of his superior reach. 


Chest Measures 46 Inches. 


Now take the matter of chest meas- 
urements. Willard displays a 46 inch 
chest normal; expanded, the figures 
show 49% inches, a 3% inch expansion. 
Dempsey has a 42 inch chest and a 46 
inch expansion. 

But it isn’t the chest that's going to 
win this fight. The arms, which pro- 
pel the terrific punches, will tell the 
story, and in this respect there is some 
interesting dope. Willard has a biceps 
development of 16 inehes. Dempsey 
measures 14 inches. Each has a fore- 
arm of 14 inches; this is where the 
punching feree comes from, so they 
are on equal terms. ' 

Now the wrist, the big aid to the 
‘forearm. Folks who read this may 
be prepared for a surprise, for Demp- 
sey has a larger wrist than the cham- 
pion. The place where Jack wears 
his watch measures 9 inches, % inch 
more than Willard’s. 


Neck Sizes Almost Equal. 


It’s.almost neck and neck between 
them in the collar measurement. Wil- 
lard has a 17% inch neck, one-quarter 
of an inch more than Jack. The tape 
shows Willard’s waist is six inches 
larger than Dempsey’s, the champion 
being 38 inches around. There’s two 
inches difference in the thigh of these 
two big fellows, Willard being bigger 
with 25 inches. 

Here's another point that is surpris- 
ing. Dempsey has an ankle the same 


inches. 

Let the inan who tries to pick win- 
/ners consider that Jess Willard is spot- 
ting Jack Dempsey thirteen years and 
that Dempsey in return meets the 
physical advantages held by Willard, 
including sume fifty-eight pounds in 
weight. There’s something that re- 
quires tall thinking.

Philadelphia, Pa., June 7.—Four 
world’s records were broken today at 
the Meadowbrook games on Franklin 
field when four University of Penn- 
sylvania sprinters lowered the relay 
figures in the 400 meter, 440 yard, 800 
meter, and 880 yard events. 

The records for the 800 meter and 
the 880 yard events were the first to 
go. W. C. Haymond, F. 8S. Davis, Sher- 
man Landers, and E. W. Smith, run- 
ning for Pennsylvania, won the 880 
yard race. Two strings were put up, 
one at 800 meters and the other at 880 
yards, and two sets of timers were 
‘used. The time of the Pennsylvania 
quartet was 1:26 1-5 for the 800 meters. 


1:27 4-5, breaking the old record of 
1:29 2-5, made by a University of Chi- 
cago team in 1915. 

The new figures for the 440 yards are 
423-5, against the old figures of :44, 
made by the Chicago Athletic associa- 
tion team in the Amateur Athletic 
union championships of 1917, and in 
which Landers was one of the runners. 

Joie Ray of the Illinois Athletic club 
failed in two trys to break the world’s 
record for the miles. His best time was 
4:17 3-5. 

The John W. Overton Memorial one 
mile run, the feature of the meet, was 
won by Ray in 4:173-5. J. Connelly, 
Boston A. A., was second and Robert 
Crawford, Lafayette college, third. 
Ray was awarded first place on a time 
basis, though he came in second to 
Connelly. He conceded forty yards to 
Connelly and sixty to Crawford of La- 
fayette college.

Led by Carl Johnson, one of the most 
versatile athletes produced by Amer- 


ican colleges—-a performer who estab- 


lished new records in two events and 
carried off individual honors with 
twenty points—Steve Farrell's Uni- 
versity of Michigan all-around team 
Won the nineteenth annual track and 
field games of the Western Intercol- 
legiate Conference Athletic association 
yesterday on Stagg fleld with 44% 
points. 

Coach Stagg’s Maroons, who gave 
the Wolverines an uphill fight during 
the early stages of the meet, were sec- 
ond with 34 points. Illinois, with Buch- 
heit and Wilson doing the heavy scor- 
ing in the field events, was third with 
22 points. Notre Dame, represented 
by a sterling sprinter in Bill Hayes, 
who won both dashes, was fourth with 
21 points. 


Crowd Is a Record Also. . 

| The 8,000 spectators who turned out 
to see the event made the largest 
which ever attended the western 
lege classic in Chicago. The crowd 
was rewarded by seeing some of the 
best competition of recent years, and 
in Johnson saw the greatest athlete 
‘who ever wore the Maize and Blue 
Michigan.

Dark Horse Beats Michigan Leader.

Foreman had not shown 
anything in previous meets to war- 
rant a victory over the Wolverine 
leader.

Performances of other athletes were 
overshadowed by the scintillating work 
of Johnson.

well outlined in advance. He con- 
served his energy in the field events 
by taking as few jumps as necessary

Pressed to High Jump: Record. 
Johnson's first record breaking per- 
formance. was in the rufining high 
jump. The Wolverine star was ap 
parently worried by the excellent jump- 
ing of Paige of Ames, who used a 


within the rules. After both athletes 
had cleared the bar at six feet, the 
pegs were raised one inch at e time. 
Both performers cleared the bar at 
six feet cne inch, but Paige could not 
get over when it was raised to six 
feet two inches. Johnson cleared it 
easily at this height and it was placed 
three inches above the six foot mark. 
Getting a perfect takeoff, Johnson 
cleared the bar like a bird. 

The Michigan athlete was content 
with this jump and did not try a higher 
one. The leap was officially measured 
and the height announced as 6 feet 2% 
inches. This breaks the former con- 
ference record of 6 feet 1% inches 
‘made by Robert Wahl of Wisconsin in 
1914. Paige’s height was announced as 
6 feet % inch. 


Breaks Own Broad Jump Mark, 
Going into his next evént, the broad 
jump, Johnson did not take any 
chances. As he was well aware of the 
fact his preliminary jump would count 
just the same as hig best leap in the 
finals, the Wolverine got a perfect 
takeoff on his second trial and landed 
24 feet 1 inch away from the takeoff. 
This mark beat his own record of 23 
feet 11% inches made in last year's 
conference. 4 
Aside from winning these events 
Johnson took..both hurdles races. 
Outside of Johneon’s great work, the 
sprinting of Bill Hayes of Notre Dame 
was the next noteworthy. This athiete, 
who is large for a sprinter, won the 
century in :094-5, and the furlong in 
223-5. He was not pushed in either

How to Serve Cooked Lettuce. 

It is easy to use some of the nice 
French methods of serving cooked let- 
tuce.

| In his message to congress Mr. Wilson expressed 
the conviction that the excess profits tax should be’ 
maintained as one of the fundamental means of 
raising federal revenues.

In a transition period such as the present it is 
coubtless desirable to restrict speculative activity. 
But when the restriction serves to prevent the de- 
velopment of legitimate productive industry, then 
it ceases to be beneficial. There is no doubt that 
the excess profits tax has had something of this 
effect. The banks have been loath to lend money 
for new enterprises involving any hazard—and 
most new enterprises involve some hazard—be- 
cause even if the business proved successful there 
‘vas still the tax collector to reckon with. The part 
of wiidom has been to lend the money where there 
vas no risk. : ' 

The lessening of incentive for profit has hroved 
still more undesirable with respect to existing in- 
dustries. Executives found it was hardly worth 
while to devote attention to a close figuring of 
costs.

HE decision of the tribunal which has submitted its ultimatum to Ger- 
many presents what might be’ called a curious study in retribution. 
Silesia goes to Poland, once parceled out amongst the stronger European 

powers. France in Alsace and Lorraine receives her own again; Italy in the 
ultimate acquisition of Fiume obtains an important port in the Adriatio— 
compensation for the prolonged aggressions of Austria. But results are not 
confined to Europe. They reach out and affect. the uttermost isles of the sea. 
Even the United States has received belated redress for contemptuous insults 
long endured at the hands of the universal adversary. The scene of our ini- 
tial conflict with German imperialism was far-off Samoa, lying near the equator 
in the Pacific. 
ae . The contest of England: and the United States disputing its absolute con- 
| trol of that“fertile group of islands, in view of the tremendous events of the 
last five years, may seem unimportant. But in the light of the present re- 

adjustment of authority that conflict was sinister and significant. 

It is no exaggeration to regard it as the preliminary move in a pre- 

arranged seizure of lands, anywhere and everywhére, that could be made to 
yield a profitable revenue to the imperial German government. The chief ex- 
ports of Samoa under the triple rule were copra and cotton, almost all of which 
controlled by,.Germans.and .were.marketed.in Hamburg. “Within 
last ten years this trade had greatly increased,

Dr. Main is the pastor of the First 
Baptist church, which has purchased 
the building formerly occupied by the 
Plymouth Congregational church, 
Fiftieth street and Drexel boulevard. 
The Plymouth congregation merged 
some months ago with the Kenwood 
Evangelical church, Forty-sixth street 
and Greenwood avenue.

“Pretty Soft” was 
smutty show by Paul M. Potter which 
made the New York ne\@papers so 
ashamed; and “ Toot Sweet” waa the 
“ Overseas Revue,” which did pretty 
well here at the Playhouse, but which 
was pooh-poohed in the east.

A determined campaign for the re 
peal of the war tax on theater tickete 
has been begun by the Un ted Maa- 
agers’ Protective associatica, which, 
through its president, Marc Klaw, has 
filed with Representative Fordney, 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee, a protest. In consideration of 
the blood shed by the theater in the 
war and the incredible sacrifices of all 
conhected with it from supes to eritics, 
it makes the following appeal: 

“In behalf of the theaters and theat- 
rical engerprises of the United States 
we respectfully urge a repeal of the 
admission tax. 

“This tax is on the public and not 
on the theaters, and the thea are 
only concerned by reason of the loss 
of patronage which this tax occasions, 

“ The theater has occupied a unique 
position under war conditions.” Its 
costs have doubled. Its direct federal 
taxes have doubled. Its indirect fed- 
eral contributions (in the way of ins 
creased railroad fares and railroad tick+ 
et taxes) have almost doubled. But the 
theater, unlike other enterprises, has 
been unable to increase the price of 
its product or pass on any of these 
costs to the public. , 


“The theater is not now appealing 


for a repeal of its diréct taxes, such | 


as the federal tax based on seating 
capacity or indirect taxes in the way 
of taxes on the traveling expenses of 
companies on the road, but asks that 
the tax on its patrons—on the theaters 
going public—be repealed. 

“This organization represents the 
legitimate theaters from Maine to Cali- 
fornia and from the Great Lakes to 
the gulf. It asks that the attendance 
of theaters be not further discouraged 
tand lessened by the tax on thé theater- 
going public.” 

The appeal, it was announced, is 
being backed up by thousands of in- 
dividual appeals from the various legit- 
imate vaudeville and motion picture 
theaters throughout the United States, 
the Vaudeville Mafiagéers’ association, 
the Exhibitors’ league, and organized 
labor connected with amusement en- 
musicians, 
stage carpenters, property men, elec- 
tricians, and motion picture operators. 

Representative Fordney, who has 
succeeded C. Kitchin as chairman of 
the committee; Representative J. 
Hampton Moore, and many others have 
already expressed themselves as favor- 
ing the repeal of the admission tax.

own line of march. | 

The enemy's cavalry, supported by 
guns, Jiger, and detachments of infan- 
try carried on motor cars and lorries, 
closely pressed our columns through 
the Forét de Morma]. The result of 


this was to make it imperative that the 


2d division should “make a firm stand 
at Landrécles and Maroilles before the 
ist corps could reach the line assigned 
to it in the morning. A gap.of some 
eight miles existed between the right of 


the 2d corps at Le Gateau and the left 


of the ist corps at Landrécles. 
_ The moment this news reached me I 
summoned Huguet, and through him 
dispatched an urgent request to two 
French reserve diviaions (which formed 
part of the 5th French army and were 
nearest to the British) to move up and 
They readily responged, and the’ef- 
fect of the diversion enabled Manito 
extricate his Corps from this most 
gerous situation, which he did with 
great skill and judgment, ‘while inflict- 
ing severe loss on the enemy. 
Toward morning it was reported to 
me that the enemy.had drawn off, and 
at dawn the ‘retreat was resumed by 
the whole of the list corps as ordered. 
The fighting of the lst corps through 
this night, combined with its skillful 
and efficient withdrawal in the morn- 
ing, ‘was one of the most brilliant epi- 
sodes of the whole retreat. —~ . 
No sooner was my mind made easier 
by this happy deliverance of the ist 
corps when the trouble commenced 
with the 2d corps. . 
It was not until 8 a. m. on the 26th 
that I knew the left wing of the army

At this time I was anxiously awaiting 
the arrival of Joffre and Lanrezac. 
Staff officers were sent to Gen. 
Smith-Dorrien, ~ 
orders to break off the action and to 
continue the retreat forthwith. 
Shortly afterward the French com- 
mander in chief arrived with his chief 
of staff. He was followed by the com- 
mander of the 5th French army, and 
we proceeded to discuss the. situation. 
I narrated the events of the previous 
two days, and poihted out the isolated 
situation in which the British army 
had been placed by the very sudden 
change of plan and headlong retire- 
ment of the Sth French army on my 


ht. 


Lanrezac Resents Inquiry. 


ANREZAC appeared to treat the 
whole affair as quite normal, an 
merely incidental to the common 
exigencies of war. He offered no 

explanation, and gave no reason for the 
very unexpected moves he had made. 
The discussion was apparently distaste- 
ful to him, for he remained only a short 
time at headquarters, and left before 
any satisfactory understanding as to 
further plans and dispositions had been 
arrived at. 

Joffre remained with me some consid- 
erable time. I gathered that he was 
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In addi-, 


by no means satisfied with the action 
and conduct of his subordinate general 
No very definite plans were then de- 
cided upon, the understanding, as the 
French commander in chief left, being 
that the retreat was to be continued 
as slowly and deliberately as possibie, 
until we found ourselves in a favorable 
position to make a firm stand and take 
the offensive. The commander in chief 
urged me to maintain my position in 
the line, which I told him 2 hoped, in 
spite of the heavy losses which we had 
suffered, to be able to do. 

Immediately Joffre left I set out for 
Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien’s headquar- 
ters, as I could get no satisfactory re 
port from that general. For the frst 
few miles we were able to make fair 
progress, but as we went on the road 
got worse and worse, and sometimes 
we were absolutely blocked for several 
minutes together. 

The whole countryside was covered 
with refugees and their belongings, 
while our own transport was endeavor- 
ing to make al] the haste they could to 
convey much needed food, ammunition, 
and material to the divisions in front. 

Several messages reached me on the 
road, and at last I got information that 
Smith-Dorrien had broken off the ao- 
tioh and that his columns were once 
more on the march. He wag only just 
in time, for subsequent reports reached 
me during this motor journey of con- 
siderable Vhian patrols in the neigh- 
borhood, and toward evenings St. Quen- 
tin itself was threatened by hostile cav- 
alry, which, however, did not succeed 
in entering the town. — 

On reaching headquarters I found 
that more or less detailed reports had 
arrived which showed the shattered 
condition of the troops which had 
fought at Le Cateau. . 

All idea of making any prolonged 
stand on the Somme south of St. Quen- 
tin, which had during the day seriously 
entered my mind as a possibility, was 
definitely abandoned. 

The first necessity was to rally and 
collect the troops, which had become 
mixed up and scattered by the trying 
experiences of the previous days and 


nights. The great essential was to re- . 


cover order; restore confidence, and in- 
fuse fresh spirit, with a clear aim in 
view. To enable all this to be brought 
about, we had first to look to the cav- 

Orders were at once sent to 
Allenby to make such dispositions as 
would effectually cover our rear and 
western flank. I téld him he was to en- 
list the codperation of the French cav- 
alry under Sordet. The corps com- 
manders were ordered to move toward 
the line La Fére-Noyon. 

On the evening of the 26th headquar- 
ters were moved to Noyon, where I ar 
rived late at night to consider the possi- 
bilities of making a stand béhind the 


Oise. 

On the 27th the orders issued for the 
efficient conduct of, the retreat began to 
take effect, and the cavalry kept the 
enemy well at bay. 

Smith-Dorrien reported himself in the 
early hours of the morning, and later

Joffre Praises English. 


N a telegram, which I communicated 
to the troops, Gen. Joffre very 
handsomely acknowledged what he 
described as the “ invaluable” serv- 

ices rendered to the allied cause by the 
British army throughout the. last few 


days. 


It was a sincere gratification to*the 
army to see the generous terms in 
which the French commander in chief 
expressed his appreciation. 

The one idea which now possessed 
my mind was the possibility of making 
a stand with the object of obtaining the 
necessary time for rest and to make 
good equipment and bring up reinforce- 
ments. 

At first sight It appeared to me that 
the line of the Oise and its tributary 
‘canalized waters offered such an oppor- 
tunity. 

The cursory examination of the 
ground which JI was able to make on

the morning of the 27th satisfied me 
that it possessed decided capabilities 
for a defense which was not intended 
to be prolonged,.and I thought, also, 
that the tortuous course of the river 
afforded some alternative features, by 
availing ourselves of which a powerful 
offensive might be cOmmenced at the 
right time. 

During the day I had another ‘inter. 
view with Joffre, which took place be 
fore I had time to estimate the actual 
fighting capabilities of the 2d corps and 
the 4th division. 7 

I was not even then fully.aware of 
the terrible extent to which we had 
suffered at Le Cateau. That these 
losses were heavy I never doubted, but 
eI had no idea, until many hours later, 
that they were such as must paralyze 
for several days any movement in the 
direction of taking the offensive. 

My early morning deliberations were 
very much in accord with the view of 
the French commander in chief. The 
proposal Joffre then communicated to 
me was that the allied armies should 
fall back on a line, roughly, 
Reims on the east to Amiens oh 
west, which would bring the British 
forces into the zone of country south 
of the Olse, whose course I had al- 
ready reconnoitered. We discussed the 
situation thoroughly, and Joffre was 
most sympathetic and “ understand- 
ing” in reference to our special posi- 
tion. He promised that the 5th French 
army should be directed to take ener 
getic action to relieve us from undue 
pressure by the enemy, and told me of 
his projects for the formation of the 
6th French army on our left. 


We parted without coming to any 
actual decision; for my part I could 
give no promise until I knew exactly 
what I had to rely upon; whilst ener- 
getic pursult by the enemy might well 
prevent Joffre rendering me that sup- 
port on both flanks which the situa- 
tion imperatively demanded. 

As a matter of fact, no more was 
heard of this project, and the idea of 
standing on the above mentioned line 
was abandoned.

Decides Stand Impossible. 


N the morning of the 28th gen- 
eral headquarters moved to Com- 

plégne, where we remained till 
the morning of the 31st. 

It was during Friday the 28th that I 
fully realized the heavy losses we had 
incurred. Simee Sunday the 23d this 
had reached, in officers and men, the 
total of upward of 15,000. The defi- 
ciency in armament and equipment 
was equally serious. Roughly, some 
eighty guns and a large proportion of 
machine guns, besides innumerable ar- 
ticles of necessary equipment and a 
large quantity of transport, had fallen 
into the enemy’s hands. te 

It became quite clear to me that no 
effective stand could be made until we 
were ‘able to improve our condition. 

It was on this day that I received the 
assurance, the most welcome to a com- 
mander in retreat, that the cavalry 
under Allenby’s skillful direction was 
effectively holding the enemy’s pur- 
suit. | 
Gough With the 3rd edvalty brigade 
at St. Quentin, and Chetwode with the 
5th at Cérizy vigorously attacked the 
leading troops of the German cavalry 
at both these places, and threw them 
back in confusion and with heavy loss 
on to their main bodies. : 

On our left D’Amade with the two 
French reserve divisions and Sordet 
with his corps of cavalry attacked the 
Germans in and around Peronne. 

Allenby’s headquarters were then at 
Cressy (northwest of Noyon), and Sor- 
det called upon him for support in 
this enterprise. 

Before arrangements could be made 
for such/ assistance the French were 
driven back. 

Although this attack failed to drive 
the Germans north, it was most valua- 
ble and effective in checking the pur- 


suit, and by their vigorous action the | 


troops of D’Amade and Sordet showed 
the stuff of which the embryo 6th 


army was being formed—that army 
which a few days later covered itself 


with imperishable glory on the Marne 


On our right there still appeared lit- . 


tle encouragement to hope for an early 
effective stand. The 5th French army 


‘was in full retreat, the reserve divi- 


sions, after fighting at Urvillers, were 
retiring on the Oise, while the. 18th 
corps on their right was thrown back 
from Itancourt to the Oige by a viclent 

I spent several hours of the 28th in 


Our tntelligence service had been ad- 
mirably organized and was working 
most effectively under the able direc- 
tion of Brig. Gen. MacDenough. 

During my stay at Compiégne all ap-. 
preciations of the situation pointed to 
the immediate investment of Paris by 
the right wing of the German army as 
being the enemy’s first objective. 


It is fairly certain. that the concen-. 


tration of an important new army on 
the western flank of the British, to the 
north of Paris, was quite unknown to 
the Germans and did not enter into 


going the reunds of the troops, as it their calculations until some days later... 


was: possible to intercept various col- 
umns-on the march or at their tempo- 
rary halts. I was able to’get the mien 
together on the roadside, to thank them 
for the splendid work they had done, to 
tell them of the gratitude of the French 


commander-in chief and the. immense 


value of the service they had rendeerd 
to the allied cause. I chargéd them to 
repeat all this to their comrades and to. 
spread it throughout the units to which 
they belonged. There was neither time. 
opportunity for any formal inspec- 
or. set parade. The enemy was on 
our héels and there was little time to 
spare, but it touched me to the quick 
to realize how, in the face of the 
terrible demand made upon their cour- 
age, strength, and endurance, these 
glorious British soldiers listened to the 
few words I was able to say to them 
with the spirit of heroes and the confi- 
dence of children. It afforded me grat- 
ifying. evidence of the wonderful in- 
stinctive sympathy which has always 
existed between the British soldier and 
his officer. These men had seen how 
they had been led, they knew the far 
greater proportionate loss suffered by 
their officers, they welt that they trust- 
ed them and were ready to'follow them 
anywhere. It is this wonderful under- 


standing between “ leaders” and “led” |

N all these roadside talks and confi- 
dences never did I hear one word of 
complaint or breath of criticism.

With great reluctance I ordered the 
retreat to be continued to the line of 
the Aisne from Compeigne to Soissons, 
but in view of the knock given to 
the enemy at Guise by the 5th French 
army and the desire expressed by Gen. 
Joffre that the allied forcea should 
hold their ground as long as possible 
and retire only when necessary, I di- 
rected commanders to carry out their

So much for the functional causes 
of overheating. There are other 
causes of this trouble, principally me 
chanical. 
Valve and ignition timing must be 
considered in this connection. Faulty 
carburetion will overheat the engine. 
Poor mixture, which burns slowly in- 
stead of exploding with snap and vim, 
will do the same thing. The effect of 
a bad mixture is the same as running 
with an unduly retarded spark. The 
slow burning mixture is/still burning 
after the piston starts on its way down, 
leaving an abnormal] area of the cylin- 
der Wall exposed, so that the excess 
heat. finds ite way into the water sys- 
tem. 
The tendency of the average car 
owner to use too rich a mixture tends 
to increase this trouble. . 
Valve and ignition timing do not pro- 
duce emergency overheating. These 
incorrect adjustments are more likely 
to produce the long standing, chronic 
cases of overheating, and they usually 
call for a visit to the service station. 
Lubrication is another possible cause 
of overheating if {t is not properly car- 
ried out. The moving parts are de- 
prived of the protective film of oll, 
friction is generated, and this means 
excessive heat.
